President's Report. 

To the Synod of Nebraska. In the Name of the Father, the Son 

and the Holy Ghost. 
Fathers and Brethren: 2 

By His grace I am permitted to deliver my account.“ How 
quickly the year has passed. When thought of as a whole it seems 
as the shadow of a passing cloud. When considered by items, facts 
or events it looks like an extended period. In many respects the 
year was remarkable. But our Synod is not materially affected by 
new inventions, discoveries, enterprises, or farm products of $7,780,- 
000,000, yet the spiritual uplift or depression is in a measure helped 
or hindered by surroundings. 

Our field has been widened. New openings have been made. The 
_ work is plentiful and promising. The workmen are few. As a 
body, Synod has been favored during the year. Health, activity 
and prosperity have been ours. Some families had sorrows and 
afflictions. A month after our last meeting (Sept., 1908), our ven- 
erable brother Rev. J. Zimmerman, of Lincoln, passed away. In 
May, Prof. A. E. Littell, son-in-law of Rev. C. J. Ringer, after a 
long illness went to his reward. For months Rev. Dr. Kunkelman, 
pastor loci, has battled with bodily weakness. Rev. L. F. Gunder- 
man and family passed through a siege of sad affliction. Our sym- 
pathy to all; our submission in all things to God's Almighty rul- 
ings. “ My grace is sufficient for thee,” comes to us with the same 
power and cheering comfort as it came to Paul. Phil. iv. 6.

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Historian’s Report. 

Your Historian submits the following report: 

In conformity with the request of Synod a year ago your His- 
torian has advanced the completion of the history of Synod as 
rapidly as accuracy and finances have permitted. Beginning with the 
first recorded action regarding mission work in Nebraska, we be- 
lieve we have about all the important data beginning with October, 
1857, and leading up to the organization of Synod September 1, 
1871. 

These facts leading up to the organization were the most difficult 
to get. Of those following the organization we have the histories 


of 26 churches, leaving still a number who have not responded to 


our repeated requests to fill the outline of the history wanted. 

We procured quotations of prices for binding and printing of the 
history anticipated and are prepared to give these figures to Synod. 
RECOM MENDATIONS. 

We recommend: 

1. That Synod during the present convention make some adequate 
provisions to cover the cost of publishing its history. | 

2. That Rev. R. A. White be hereby elected to take the place of 
Rev. Dr. J. W. Ball to write the history of Tabitha Home and Hos- 
pital, and that Rev. Luther M. Kuhns be continued to write the 
history of the Yaung People’s Society in the state; Miss Elizabeth 
S. Haase to write the history of the Woman’s Home and Foreign 


‘ Missionary Society; that Rev. M. F. Troxell write the history of 


Midland College, and Rev. F. D. Altman write the history of the 
Western Theological Seminary. 
3. That all pastors who possibly can, and have not already done 


so, furnish photographs of our respective church buildings and 


parsonages in present use and also those that were used formerly 
as such. Also photographs of the respective pastors from which 
cuts are to be made not to exceed 2 by 2% inches, all the respective 


pastors bearing the expense of the individuals, and the congrega- 


tions bearing the expenses of the churches. 

8. That since this is the history of the General Lutheran Church 
work in Nebraska, which work was commenced October, 1858, or 
80 years ago last October. This history should be the work particu- 
larly of the present year, therefore we recommend that Synod fix 
December 31, 1909, as the limit of time when the histories of all the 
local churches as institutions of the Synod shall by our respective 
pastors be sent in to the Historian.

We, to whom you have entrusted this department of our Synod- 
ical work, beg leave to submit the following: 

Four young men in behalf of whom this. Synod at its last session 
appropriated $125.00 each received their amounts respectively in 
full. No formal applications were made to your committee during 
the interim. Three of these young men were in the collegiate de- 

namely, Floyd Blessing, a Junior; Ralph Weissmiller, 
a Sophomore, and Martin Mortensen, a Freshman. These, as the 
reports indicate, have done credit to themselves, have finished their 
work in these respective classes and have been advanced to those 
that naturally follow in their proscribed course of study. They 
have renewed their application for aid, and we would recommend 
an appropriation of $125.00 in behalf of each for the ensuing year. 

The other one who has received aid was R. Fred White, a mem- 
ber of. the Junior class of the Western Theological Seminary, who 
devoted his time to unfinished college work up to the first of Janu- 
ary, then taking up his Seminary course at which he continued 
with irregularity for a period of a little more than three months, 
when he left the institution without knowledge of your committee. 

We have made some effort to secure a return of money from 
parties who received aid from Synod and failed to enter the min- 
istry. 

John Poot, who during the years of 1905 and 1906 was aided to 
the amount of $125.00, claims that he is unable to repay; and even 
requests Synod to cancel his indebtedness. He has identified him- 
self with another branch of the church. 

John Hershey, who received aid during the years of 1905 and 
1906, after which he became undecided as to entering the ministry, 
has agreed to refund one year hence. 

Arland R. Briggs, in behalf of whom appropriations were made 
in the early part of his college course, and a small amount during 
his Junior year in the Seminary, has not been at school during the 
last year. He has recently requested a statement of amount paid 
him by Synod, expressing his purpose to refund in full.

Fourth Biennial Convention of the General Synod 
was held in Richmond, Indiana, June 2-10, 1909, and in the judg

The most of the time occupied in the sessions of this general 
body is taken up with the consideration and discussion of the re- 
ports of the general boards and committees and institutions of the 
Church, and as these were rendered one after the other as the days 
passed on, it truly seemed that every interest of the Church is ad- 
vancing onward and upward to greater conquest and victory. As 
evidence of this, we may name several items from some of the 
varied reports of the work of the Kingdom done through our hands. 

The Foreign Mission Board reported a total of receipts for the 
past two years the splendid sum of $170,697.06, with a staff of 
forty-eight workers from our home territory on our fields in India 
and Africa during the biennium, and 617 native workers. Mission 
work is carried on in 757 villages, with 514 established congrega- 
tions. There is a ‘baptized church membership of 37,157 souls. Our 
Nebraska Synod, we are glad to say, was reported on the honor 
roll for giving its full apportionment to this cause as to several 
other also of our benevolent interests. 

The Board of Home Missions reported a total income from all 
sources for the biennium of $157,390.29, with an enrollment of 220 
missions during the two years. The number of church members 
in our missions is 28110, with teachers and scholars in their Sunday 
schools to the number of 32,466. These missions have given for 
their own local expenses $525,965.81 and for benevolence $34,980.44. 


The Board of Church Extension reported a grand total of re- 
ceipts of $201,505.17, Synods to the number of 17 having raised their 
full apportionment. Return loans have been made by 45 churches, 
30 have been aided by loans, and 263 congregations have received 
donations. The Board reports total assets to the amount of $654,- 
876.99. 

The Board of Education has aided nine institutions the past bien- 
nium instead of four as formerly, and has had total receipts from 
Synods of $58,438.03, and from all sources of $111,846.82. Its aid 
extends now not only to all our General Synod institutions of our 
own country, but also to Breklum, Germany, and. the college in 
India; but Midland College and the Western Theological Seminary 
are still its chief beneficiaries. Their location on our territory in the 
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West must make us ever mindful of our duties and privileges in 


te vital sphere of Christian education, and the preparing of young 


men for the ministry. 

The interests of the Church Orphanages, the Home for the 
Aged, the Pastors’ Fund, the Publication Society and the Deaconess 
Board were all brought forward in their order and time, and were 
given proper and helpful consideration.

We, your Advisory Board of Home Missions, would beg leave to 
submit the following report: 

York, Rev. R. A. White, missionary. The work of our church at 
this place has been conducted with some difficulties peculiar to the 
conditions there and which are not likely to be repeated. As you 
the recent high water the repairs which were being 
time were badly damaged requiring almost the entire 
done again. However, by the faithful and persistent 
efforts of our missionary and his good wife, together with the co- 
operation of the members who have been true to the work, a more 
substantial condition is being realized. On Easter ten members 
were received who are proving of great worth. The property pur- 
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chased about a year ago has been improved by the tower being re- 


moved, and the building raised to the level of the surroundings, a 
good cement foundation placed under it with a basement made. The 
roof was reshingled and the building painted, which makes their 
church home more inviting. The assistance of the Nebraska Synod, 
the Home Mission Board and the Board of Church Extension have 
been instrumental in establishing confidence in the work, which the 
pastor tells us will enable more improvements to follow.

Report of Board of Trustees of Midland College. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Trustees of Midland Col- 
lege was held with a full attendance of the members of the Board 
May 26, 1909. The clection of officers resulted as follows: A. J. 
Harwi, President; Rev. Fuller Bergstresser, Vice-President; L. H. 
Kelsey, Setretary; C. T. Ratermen, Treasurer. The election of new 
members of the Board to fill vacancies made by the expiration of 
terms were: A. J. Harwi, August Mangelsdorf and Frank D. Alt- 
man, D. D. 

The Board heard with great interest the report of the faculty 
through the President of the institution, Dr. M. F. Troxell. This 
report noted a slight increase of enrollment of students over the 
year preceding, and the satisfactory filling of important teaching 
positions, and this by graduates of Midland, showing that the 
alumni are prepared for the important positions of active life, and 
that the college authorities have confidence in their own graduates. 

It was reported also that full recognition of the work done by 
the College had been granted by the State Board of Education; 
that the biological laboratory was successfully opened, and that a 
desirable change had been made in the school year sessions, having 
substituted the semester system with two terms of equal length 
for the three-term plan, and the recitation period to occupy one 
hour instead of 45 minutes. The Board took action lengthening 
the Academy course from three to four years, and provided for the 
establishment of a new professorship of history and pedagogy by 
dividing the work of the English department, thus adding an addi- 
tional professor to the College Faculty.
